made beginning with July to pro- 
vide for the disposition of the do- 
mestic crop. Italy lowered the bar- 
riers against foreign wheat, allow-

cent and northern mills 50 per 
cent. Germany has reduced her 


tariff on foreign wheat and is also 
considering the modification ot 
milling regulations to enable the 
Importation of some 14 milion 
bushels of wheat.

Forms for returns may be procured from 
any Provincial Government Office, such as 
court houses, land titles offices, land offices 
municipal secretaries, sheriffs, bailiffs, ete. 
or from any bank, or direct from the Supt. 
of Income ‘Vax, Edmonton. 
All persons residing, employed, or carrying 
on business in Alberta, are liable to a tax on 
income, subject to the exemptions provided 
for in the Act. 

‘Taxpayers are urged to go at once to the 
nearest office where forms may be procur- 


ed, secure the necessary forms and make 
their returns immediately, Those who, af-
